The French-speaking nation- 
alists who have gained power 
in Quebec face a very difficult 

roblem in attempting tq pro- 
tect and promote their fen- 
guage and culture. 


Their almost-feverish — at- 
tempts to make Quebec a one- 
language state are, of course, 
aimed at building dykes to pro- 
tect their French-speaking is- 
Yana from the tides of assimila- 
tion in the sea of 200-million 
English-speaking North Ameri- 
cans. 

To do this, Quebec must cast 
off any kind of bilingual cover. 
But in so doing, it isolates its 
five-million French Canadians, 
drives off economic investment 
from outside, and ensures Que- 
bee's continued isolation. 


The result is to restrict the 
abilities of its people to com- 
pete in the English dominated 
world of modern commerce 
and science. ’ 


Quebec's rejection of the 
kind of bilingual policy which 
had been held out as a goal for 
@l of Canada, means also that 
the English majority in the 
rest of the nation will stiffen 
its resistence to bilingualism. 
If Quebec cannot accept a bi- 
lingual Canada, how then can 
the rest of the country be ex- 
pected to do so? 


Just as the settlement of the 
West was left to migrants from 
Ontario and across the sea, 50 
also will the frontiers of the 
future be manned by other 
than French Canadians. 


There are already signs of 
this in Montreal, where to the 
horror of the Quebec establish. 
ment, attempts to make 
French the dominant language, 
have so far met with failure. ~ 


The fact is that Montreal is 
still as great an English bone 
in the throat of Quebee as it 
ever was. This partly accounts 
for the emotion of Quebec's 
Cultural Affairs minister, 
Jean-Noel Tremblay, in declar- 
ing that both employers and 
immigrants should have to 
work and do business in the 
French language. 


This position, in the main 
supported by Quebee premier 
Daniel Johnson, — contrasts 
sharply with the views of 
Prime Minister Trudeau.

The Prime Minister, gen- 
uinely committed to a “One 
Canada” policy which respects 
the rights ofgcitizens to the 
language of their choice ~ be 
it French or English — views 
Quebec's drive toward a one- 
language state as both deplora- 
‘ble and misguided. 


He has said: “Our position is 
that we hoped that rather than 
withdraw privileges from the 
English minority in Quebec, 
the privileges would he given 
to the French minorities in 
other provinces.” 

The English rights which Ot- 
tawa can protect in Quebec are 
only those built into the BNA 
Act. These are limited to the 
protection of English in the 
legislature, the courts and the 
statutes of the province. 


The language bill which the 
Quebec Government will an- 
nounce shortly, is expected to 
contain certain protections for 
English rights. 


The most important protec- 
tion, however, is in the field of 


_ education, not in laws respect- 


ing language. And Quebec’ is 
committed constitutionally 
only to providing schooling for 
Protestant and Catholic faiths. 
There is no law that education 
has to be in English as well as 
French. 


This is why the Montreal 
suburb of St. Leonard has be- 
come a battleground between 
the languages. The Roman 
Catholic school board there 
has decided to phase out Eng- 
lish as a language of instruc- 
tion year by year -— starting 
this year with all-French ~- 
Grade One. English-speaking 
parents — including many Ital- 
ian immigrants who realize 
their future in the New World 
depends on their mastery of 
English — have pulled their 
children out of school and are 
refusing to pay school taxes. 


Unless some kind of a rea- 
sonable compromise can be 
worked out, there is no doubt 
that Quebec will indeed be- 
come a French-speaking only 
state. But the results will be as 
disastrous for French Cana- 
dians as they will he disap- 
pointing for the rest of Can- 
ada. Y

| Phosphorous is the one nutrient 
jamenable to treatment and control, 
ithe report said, adding that of the 
'437,000 pounds now discharged daily 
linto the lake, 72 per cent comes from 
sewage.

little to save the lake.

-Sewage is a principal cause of

{sponsible for 19.7 per cent of the to- 
tal industrial wastes and Republic 
Steel Corp. at Cleveland and Loraine 
in Ohio and Buffalo, N.Y., ranks sec- 
ond with 14.9 per cent. 

The report said industries must re- 
duce their waste discharges. Tt calls 
on states to mutually set limits ‘on 
lwastes discharged by an industry. 
' Only Michigan and Pennsylvania of 
the Great Lakes states do that now. 

The report also recommended stric- 
ter enforcement, stronger state pro- 
grams, consolidation of waste treat- 
‘ment plants and regional financing 
and planning.

Feed the Birds! 

October is a good time to set up a! 
| backyard bird-feeder. A window feed- | 
er, for instance, will bring wild birds 
within inches of your face. Placed at 
'the kitchen window, the’ bird-feeder 
enables .the family at breakfast to 
watch birds flocking beyond the pane 
for their morning feeding. 

Birds you might expect at a win- 
dow feeder — particularly if the feed 
mixture contains a high percentage of 
sunflower seeds -—— are black-capped 
chickadees, blue jays, white-breasted 
nuthatches, cardinals and purple 
finches. If the feeder contains a suet 
rack, downy woodpeckers should visit 
it regularly. 

Among Ontario winter birds there 
are several species that prefer to feed 
on the ground. Thus, the seeds spilled |. 
by the sloppy feeding habits of other 
birds at the feeder are utilized by 
these ground feeders, such as slate- 
coloured juncos, tree sparrows, mourn- 
ing doves and pheasants. 

Several feeders are always better 
than one. Larger birds may dominate 
a single feeder so that some interest- 
ing species may leave your area in 
search of food. 

Place feeders (ones not on window 
ledges) near cover, but not so close 
that squirrel can jump on them. Much 
to my three and five year old 
daughters’ delight and my dismay, an 
enterprising and athletic black squir- 
rel was able to leap about ten feet 
from a large maple to the roof of our 
large bird-feeder. After some careful 
calculations the feeder was moved 
two feet further back from the maple, 
while still avoiding some scotch pines. 
The squirrel problem was solved, at 
least for the moment. But the next 
night we looked out to see a raccoon 
perched on the feeder helping himself. 
to sunflower seeds and peanuts.

The Parti 
Quebecois needs time to or-

Eng- 
lish-language schools would be 
tolerated but immigrants 
would have to send their child- 
ren to French schools, French 
would be the language. of busi- 
ness) the courts and political 
bodies, Foreign firms would 
have to hire a majority of their 
executives from Quebec.

Wf the Democratic party is 
soundly defeated in next Tues- 
4\‘day’s U.S. presidential -voting. 
4M Will be because the Republi- 
cans have been able to create a 
“mew coalition of voters. 

Coalition is the key to Ameri- 
can politics, because no single 
bloc is big enough to dominate 
the entire country. 

The Demcoratic coalition 
which won six out of eight 
elections betwece 1932 and 
1960 was based on the grow- 
ing power of the big cities and 

' the old strength of the Demo- 
eratic “Solid South.” 

In 1964,.a year which for 
the Republicans was a debacle, 
the Democratic coalition began 
to break up with Barry Gold- 
water taking a majority of the 
southern states. 

The Republican party's tra- 
ditional strength among small 
town, suburban and upper in- 
come voters has been rein- 
forced by Richard Nixon's ap- 
90 to a broad cross-section 

neluding much of the soutn 
and part of the union move- 
ment. 

The big, and unknown new 
factor in this election is of 
course the emergence of 
George Wallace as a strong 
third party candidate. The 
question is not whether he can 
win the election — he can't — 
but whether he will hurt the 
Republicans or the Democrats 
the most. 

There are signs that the for- 
mer governor of Alabama wiil 
hurt both the major parties 
about equally. 

Wallace will almost surely 
mweep the south, depriving 
Richard Nixon of much-needed 
electoral votes from several 
states. But he also will eat into 
the white working class vote 
which supported Presidents 
Johnson, Kennedy and Roosev- 
elt. Wallace is promoting him- 
golf as the workingman’s candi- 
date, in a strategy which is 
aimed at draining off the Demo- 
@ratic party's trade union sup- 
port throughout the industrial 
north, 

The vote next Tuesday 
g@hould run higher than 70 mil- 
Hien, although there are signs 
hundreds of thousands of vot- 
@rs may stay home because 
they don’t like any of the can- 
didates 


After winning the greatest 


vote in history, Lyndon Baines 
Johnson has done what would 

ve seemed impossible four 
years ago. He has brought the 
Republican party back from 
the brink of total collapse. His 
policies have so alienated vast 
segments of American voters 
that it is doubtful if the coun- 
try is now on issues of race, 
war, civil rights, urban recon- 
struction, and welfare policies. 

There have been many third 
party candidates in U.S, histo- 
ry but the only one who proba- 
bly changed the outcome of an 
election was Theodore Roosev- 
elt in 1912. Roosevelt had 
been elected as vice-president 
to William McKinley in 1900. 
He ‘became president when 
McKinley was shot in 1901, 


and won election in his own . 


right in 1904. The Isepubli- 
cans won again in 1908 with 
William H. Taft but Teddy 
Roosevelt bitterly. opposed 
Taft's renomination in 1912. 
By running against Taft, he 
made it possible for the Demo- 
crats to elect Woodrow Wilson. 

If George. Wallace’ wins 
enough votes Tuesday to stop 
either Hubert Humphrey or 
Nixon short of a majority, the 
House of Representatives will 
have to choose the president. 
This has happened only twice 
in history. In 1800 the House 
chose Thomas Jefferson over 
Aaron. Burr. In 1876 the 
House and Senate jointly chose 
Rutherford Hayes although his 
Democratic opponent, Samuel 
Tilden, had beaten him in the 
popular vote. 

George Wallace’s strength is 
tangible evidence “of the hack- 
lash against the social upheay- 
al which has set black against 
white, young against old, and 
the middle class against the 
working class. 

It is the better educated, up- 
per middle class which has be. 
come the advocate of social 
change in the U.S. The work: 
ing class, fearful of black rival- 
ry on the job and in the neigh- 
borhood, wants society left un- 
changed, dissent crushed, and 
disturbances put down. This 
cannot he, of course, and the 
American voter will either de- 
cisively repulse Wallace's bid 
on Tuesday, or pave the way 
for an “American. Hitler by 
1972,

“Yours for Victory Loan, 1918” is 
the Canadian letter-writers’ slogan 
in the Victory Loan Campaign. Every- 
: is asked to sign his or her letters 


this way. Already some are doing it 
and it is hoped the practise will be- 
come general, 

“We are in the grip of a new dis- 
ease”. But is it a new disease or an 
old one revivified? It has been given 
an old name: influenza. Most people 
think the name and the disease are 
comparatively recent their know- 
ledge not going further back than the 
great epidemic of 1889-92, called then 
the Russian influenza because it ap- 
peared to start in Siberia. But, in 
fact, both name and disease are ex- 
tremely old. The word is Italian for 
“the influence” and takes us back to 
the time when causes of diseases were 
attributed to the malign influence of 
planets or supernatural beings. Re- 
cords of influenza, like epidemics, can 
be traced as far back as 1173. From 
1510 onward, the accounts are fairly 
accurate, so that the disease can be 
identified with certainty. In the 16th 
century there were three big epi- 
'dernies and in the next two centuries, 
twelve, and in the last century, six.

| Browns may come from two sourc- 
é@s. A final color phase of carotin may

however, come from tannin in the 
leaf.

tannin content.
